Democratic and Populistic sections of the capitalist party, and Imd d^^ 
dared unequivocally in favor of the Socidist party. l^iUowlng this 
the state was canvassed over and over again by Socialist agitators and 
speakers, but when election day came, tlie union men, so-called, de¬ 
serted the standards of their orrauisations, repudiated the action of 
their representatives, betrayed their union principles and Insulted their 
brave and conscientious leaders by supporting almost solidly the candi¬ 
dates of the mill and mine owning plutocracy, 'rhis la the nolisl fact 
and Pcabodyism is simply the fruit of that fact. Colorado working¬ 
men are reaping exactly what they have sown. It is good for them, 
galling as the cn p may be, for it will make union men of them on ohs^ 
tion day and it would seem that nothing else on earth would teach 
them their class interests and make them quit scabbing on their class 
at the polls.

This ownts* 
ship ensblcf the capitalisU to control the product and keep the workers depead- 
ent upon them. I 

Privste bwnertbtp of the means of production and distribution is retpontiblo 
for the ever-increoeing uncertainty of livelihood and the poverty and misery of 
tbe workinz clsss, and it divides eocicty Into two hoetil** classes—tho capitalists 
and wjive-workera. Tbe once powerful middle class is rapidly disappearirg in the 
mill of competition. The struggle is n“w betw'eeu the capitaliet class and the 
wOTking class. The possession of tho means of livelihood gives to the copltalists 
tho control of the government, the press, the pulpit and the schools, and ena¬ 
bles them to reduce the workingmen to a state of intellectual, physical and sodal 
Inferiority, political ^u^eervlence and virtual f>iavery. 

* The economic interests of tbe capitalist class dominate our entire social 
system* the lives of the working class are recklessly aacriflcod for profit, wars 
are foi^cnted between nations, iodircrlminate slsughter is encouraged and ths 
destruction of whole races Is sanctioned in order that the capitalists may ex¬ 
tend their commerewl dominion abroad and.-enhance their supremacy at home. 

But the same economic causes which developed capitalism are leading to 
Socialiam which will abolish both tbe capitalist class .nnd the class of wage¬ 
workers. * And the active force In bringing about ihis new and higher order of 
society ia the working dass. All othei classes, despite their apparent or jif-tual 
conflicts are alike interested in the upholding of the syotem^of private ov.arii 
•hip ot the instruments of wealth production. The Democratic, Republican, ihj 
bourgebif public ownership parties, and all other parties which do not stand t(^ 
the complete overthrow of the capitalist system of production, ate alike politic* 
representatives of the capitalist class. " 

The workers can most effectively act at a cla j in their struggle against t 
collective powers of capitalUm by constituting themselves into a p 'Utif 
parly, distinct ftota and opposed to all parlies forned by the propertied clas ic?" 

While we declare that tbe development cf economic conditions tends to . 
overthrow of the "capitalist system, we recognise ».fcat the time and manner of 
transition to Socialism also depends upon the stage of development reached 
the oroletariat. We, therefore, consider it of the utmost imporunce for «

The co-o|ierr.tivc commonwealth 
will dissipate tliat horror.. It will 
enable every healthy adult man and 
woman to marry witlront present or 
prospective mii^vings in regard to 
their support or the proper educa¬ 
tion of children. Socialists are 
charged, ignorantly or insidiously, 
with attempting to destroy the 
family. ll’Ay, irr utini to enable 
rvery man and woman to form if 
happy family. 

Xothing contributes so much to 
the cha.stiliy of a nation as the .mar¬ 
riage of its young men aa soon as 
possible after reaching the atlult 
state. Experience docs not teach ns 
that judgment in love affairs in¬ 
creases with growth in years. 

When wealth ceases to he a means 
of living by the labor of other peo¬ 
ple, and especially when an honor¬ 
able ami easy liring is within her 
reach, we may suppose that a woman 
will rarely comsent to marry for any¬ 
thing but love, will no longer con¬ 
sent to he bought to be a piece of 
furniture of any western Turk. 

Thi.s economical equality of wo¬ 
man will greatly affect for the bet¬ 
ter her position a.s wife. 

Obr marriage laws arc the code 
of tile stronger, made by lords for 
dependents. True, in many states 
of our I’nion some modifications in 
regard to property have been effect¬ 
ed in favor of the wife. But even 
in that regard the enormity every¬ 
where prevails that the wife as sur¬ 
vivor of her husband lias only a lifo 
interest in the third part of their 
common estate, though she may 
have—and if she has been a farm¬ 
er’s wife certainly haa—contributed 
fully os much to its acquisition aa 
he. The husband, if he he the sur¬ 
vivor, oil the otlier hand, lakes all 
her jiroperly. So that oilier in¬ 
justice is everywhere law,—that the 
wife, if the husband obtains a di¬ 
vorce from her, is driven homeless 
end penniless into the cold world; 
while, if the Imshand be tlio sinner, 
she never will get more than a third 
of the common estate. 

But tlie es.sencc of the wrong is 
that in law the wife is nothing but 
the httshand's property. Witness our 
seandalous actions for seduction, in 
which the husband sue.s for “dam¬ 
ages’’ for enticing away that which 
is hi.s. 

’Pho new order will make husband 
and wife equals, and it will do it 
simply by giving the wife power qf 
earning hiT living by fitting em- 

f iloyiiu'iit if i: hivomes lu'ee.saary. 
lut 1 emphatically hold that it is 
the husband’s province to proviile 
for the neoe.ssitles of his family 
(much more .so in tlie coming oepn- 
monwetlth, wlioro it will be so unreh 
more easy to do it),,and that the 
k'ife has done her .full .share of the 
Conimoii labor when she manages 
her household properly.

Tlie other day I noticed a dainty 
lady, the wife of a wealthy person, 
whom she hardly could have mar¬ 
ried for love, sweeping hv a fallen 
sitter as If fearing that the hem of 
her garment might he tmiehed and 
defiled. 

'The lady had, under our sup¬ 
position—and it is notoriouslv true 
in very many instances—sold her 
person for money under cover of 
marriage. The latter does the same 
thing outside of marriage. Now, no 
hypocrisy, plcaae! In all candor. 


what Is the difference between the 
two? 

And it is not fair to look upon 
tlie latter aa what she is. Larak on her 
as die commenced to be what slic is. 

I’erhaps she was seduced, and 
then left to aliift for herself. .Society 
now perseeiites tlu'.sc victiias of 
man’s lust, a.s if it intended to foreq 
them to kill thciii-selves or their 
children. 

In very many ea.ses slip is pushed 
towards the pit by poverty, by the 
small pay she receives for her toil 
under tins wage system. I’nor girls 
are every whit aa virtuous as hoard- 
ing-acliool mis.ses. Yet, think of it, 
how much harder, how very much 
harder it is for the former to be 
pure than for the latter! 

Let us admit that many fall be¬ 
cause they like fineries and adorn¬ 
ments too well. This, liowcrer, is 
no bad qualitv in it.self; it is merely 
an uneultiired manifestation of a 
truly feminine eharaeteristio—pride 
of appearance. It is our eeoiiomic 
aystem that here alao is- at fault. 

The “evil” ia said to he incnrnhln. 
Indeed, so it is under our establish¬ 
ed order, rinre it ia the ramie of it. 
The only “remedy” this order has 
for it ia polieeiiien, prisona, and 
aaylnms with prison rules. The 
coining commonwealth will cure it 
in the only proper way. It will 
protect and hold sacred every preg¬ 
nant woman, whoever she luav he; 
for she will enrich Boddy with one 
meiiiher, at .ill events innocent. 

But the eennoniie changes I al¬ 
ready have considered will bo the 
most effieipiit enre by fur. They 
will, aa «e aaw, enalile all young 
peoide to marry who want to do so. 
The great majority of women, un¬ 
doubtedly, will choose marriage: 
and properly so, for we believe ex¬ 
perience leaches lliat married wo¬ 
men exercise a far greater inlluciiee 
everywhere, alao in public affairs. 
Ilian the unmarried. 


SOME LIGHT ON INSIDE METHODS. 


The Braucr-Zeitung, official ornn 
of the Brewery B’orkers, baa diacloa- 
ed some iniereeting information re¬ 
garding the mefhoda employed by 
the A. F. of li. in defeating pro¬ 
gressive measures, particularly 
those of industrialism and Social 
ism. 

“At the last convention of tlie 
.Vm-crlean Federation of Labor,” 
says the Zeifiing, “T'icc President 
Ituneaii a.s.serted. during the debate 
on .Socialism, that the Socialists had 
.stampeded the country to get So¬ 
cialist delegates elected, and. by 
them, park the convention. How- 
ever, iie failial to produce proof of 
that assertion. Xow comes the 
startling information, which leaked 
out the day after the convention 
ailjotirned, that this assertion is 
verified by facta, but only with-re¬ 
spect to many trade autonomists 
and opponents of industrialism and 
Socialism, and, just the reverse, if 
true, the latter packed tlie conven¬ 
tion, delcrates were given voice and 
vote who had no legal right to sit aa 
delegates.” 

The constitution is then cited, 
which providea that no organization 
is eligible to representation that has 
not paid per capita tax in full up to 
the month of September puaceding 
the convention. It is shown that a 
number of organizations that were 
disqualified by this clause were al¬ 
lowed to seat delegates and wore 
given a voice and vole in the con¬ 
vention. 

'I’he ease of the Machinists, which 
lias now heoumo notorious, is also 

led as a flagrant violation of the 
voice of the rank and file. This or- 
e.rnization had through a refor- 
nduin voti' and by a majority of 
live to one, instrneted their ilelegates 
to lole against the re-election of 
lompers and in favor of the Social¬ 
ist resolutions. 


TSie Bratier Zeitang justly re¬ 
marks that “it is simply nefarious 
ti> leant how the rank and file of 
labor unions are being blind-folded 
and fooled; if this illegRlity would 
be sanctioned by profound silence, 
it might happen that the next year’s 
convention mav be packed by dele¬ 
gates of organizations not at all in 
existence.

SOME STARTLING OFFICIAL FIGURES. 


The Interalate Commeree Com¬ 
mission in a quarterly report says, 
“The facts and figures herein .set 
forth are taken from monthly re¬ 
ports filed with the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission in accordance 
with the provisions of the act of 
March 3, ISOl, requiring report of 
collisions and derailments and of 
aci-idcnts of all kinds causing in- 
juiy, fatal or otherwise, to passen¬ 
gers or employes on duty. No re- 
iKiris are required of casualties at 
highway crossings, or to tri>spa.ssors 
or pereons walking along the track, 
or to employes who are not on duty; 
and the claasifieatinn does not in¬ 
clude trifling aceidents which, tabul¬ 
ated, would ncedlc.«sly swell the 
totals. AccidenU to employes re- 
suHiag in slight injuries whicii do 


not prevent the employe injured 
from performing his accu-tnmed 
service for more than time day.s, 
in the aggregate, during the ten 
days immediately following the ac¬ 
cident, are not reported.” 

.According to these rejiorla as i.s- 
sued hy the Interstate Commerce 
f!omniissi,in for tlie two years end¬ 
ing .tune ;iinh, IDO.'I, there 
six thou.saud two hundreil and sixty- 
three people killed and eighty-five 
thousand seven hund.red and seven¬ 
ty- seven injiircil. In coupling or 
uncoupling ears three hundred ami 
ninety-six were killed and four 
thousand nine hundred and one 
were injured. 

During the two years ending June 
30th, 1003, the easualties (killed 
and injured) on our railroads total¬ 


ed ninety-two thousand and forty, 
about the same as the Fnion loss 
(killed and wounded) in the seven 
greatest battles of the civil war.

Judge Oroucup ol Chicam, who 
, uid eome rather radicaf things 
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on the problem of capitel and labor 
on various public ocusiona, gave 
utterance to a rather peculiar state¬ 
ment last week before a convention of the state County and Probate 
Judges association at Springfield, Ills., when he said that there existed 
la indifference on the part of laboring men toward the owning ot their 
|lm homes, and that “the chief reason of this was the drift toward 
.atemalism inspired by labor unions.” 

This fa certainly an odd statement It is not true that the unions 
ifeve discouraged home bujing on the part of the wage workers, but if 
jiou will read this through, we think you will agree with us that the 
unions ought to do so! 

•' The judge charges that there is an “indifference” on the part of 
Jgboring men toward the owning of homes. Can you believe this? Is 
it a reasonable or a probable thing? Do yon not know that one of the 
itrongest natural.passions residing within the human breast is the dc- 
jire for a home self-owned, and do you not know from your own 
Teeling in this respect that man will slave for nothing so willingly as 
for the acquiring of a home of his own—a homestead? Surely, this 
gtatement is a self-cv-Mcnt one. Judge Grosscup is manifestly incorrect 
krhen he says there is an INDIFFERENCE in this direction. And yet, 
what do we see when we look at the government cenaua figures with 
jegard to home ownership? The facts are startling! 
at As we are now talking about city wage workers, we must look to 
I Ihe industrial centers for our facts, although incidentally it may be 
^ell to bear in mind that even the number of farmers who own their 
Swn homes shows a falling off from ten years ago, in spite of our boast- 
«r| prosperity. ITie number of families in the United States (including 
i!hc farmers) who owned their own homes at the time of the last gov¬ 
ernment census (1900) was 4,761,211 out of a total of 16,187,715 
^families, or about 38 ^r cent of the total. And this was a falliiig off 
.from 1890 when the percentage was something over 34 per cent These 
■figures arc not wholly reliable, either, for they include the tents of the 
Indians as well as the various shacks and shantys th..t give human beinp 
ftTieltcr. In 1900 there were 1,757,570 more families than dwellings in 
Shis country, an increase of 550,736 over the figures for 1890. 

*' But as we have said, the facts we are after in the matter of Jndga 
^Jrosscup’s attack must be looked for in the induitrial centers. What 
!do we find there? Let us see where this “beneficent” capitalist system 
has brought the people to; 

In New York City there is such an excess of families over dwel- 

- lings that they have to swarm in human “bee-hives,” so that the aver- 

.age of the entire city is three families to one dwelling. Every private 
T irlwelling, occupied by those able to own their homes, forces the num- 
• * -her of families per dwelling for the rest of the city so much higher and 
TI'O’ , Jjhu.a we have a city of flat-dwellers plus the human rabbit warrens 
jyhieli we call the slums. In some portions of the city it is figured that 
Mlain D ,y,rre are between 17,000 and. 18,000 human beings to the acre. This 
The Cl mean about two and a half people to the square foot! And, mind 

'’'ti,"®,! ^o". yov York City is preeminently a “day-time” city. That is, a large 
JcConitfl fP-irt of tliose who d.o business there have their homes in the surround- 
fing cities. Thus Brooklyn is often referred to as the bedroom of New 
eVork. Still in New York and Brooklyn together tne number of people 
•Ivho can afford to owr the roofa over their heads is so small that 87.9 
•[ler cent of the homes are rented homes. 

T But it may be claimed that New York is an abnormal cHy, an cx- 
•fremely congested center of population, pent in by its peninsular geo- 
Gyraphi'cal limitations. Let us look elsewhere. 

In Boston four-fifths of the homes are owned by land-lords. In 
Chicago there are 193,895 dwellings (apartment houses inclndcd) and 
•359,960 families who must find shelter in them. Thus 166,065 families 
*¥nnst seek homes in buildings sheltering other familic,s—shattering our 
•’lid ideals about the “old homested,” just as the constantly shifting rent- 
■’p.ying population shatters it. 

* Still better for our purpose are the somewhat smaller cities which 
piold their population together through the number of their industries. 
jlTake Buffalo. In 1890 only 21.1 per cent of the homes were owned un- 
jlnoumhere<! by the occupants! Bad as that was. it grew worse, for in 
*1900, ten years later, the percontajje had fallen to 15.8! Much the same 
pgurea arc had for the industrial city of Milwaukee. In 1890 the per- 
'’centage of actually oaned homes was only 22.9 and in 1900 this had 
sliriink to 16.5. and this decrease was offset by the increase of the 
•htimlior of rented homos. Over half the homes “owned” by the people 
Jlyerc under mortgage. The number of rented homes amounted to 63.62 
aper cent of tlin total number of homes in the entire city. And the Mil- 
wiiukce capitalist press has never failed to hold up the city to public view 
-aa one in which the working people owned their own homes I Take 
■from the li.-t of owned homes the palaces that line the fashionable 
thoroughfares and boulevards, the $3,000 and $4,000 residences in the 
“more n-speclable” quarters of the city, and there will be left a very 
ilmall number of owned hoii.ses belonging to the real bone and sinew of 
the city, the wage-working class. 

Probably the most startling showing made by an American citv is 
that of .St. Paul, where tlie number of owned hnmes in 1890 was 20.5 
per cent, with n drop in ten yeart of ortr half, that is. the percentage 
went down to 10.1! 

Now the fact is that the working people have been trying for years 
Id own their homes, and have failed. The hnmt eiiild dreads the fire, 
s:iy.s tlte old maxim. In every industrial city are thousands of men who 
have tried to pay for homes out of their meager wages. They have pro^ 
ably paid for. the properties in question several times over, yet losing 
the property in the end and finally discovering that most of ihc money 
went down the rat-hole laWIed Interest Then again, many of these 
men have discovered tliat the burden of trving to acquire a home under 
moilern business conditions is nsually made use of by the employing 
i lass to get the worker at a disadvantage. The workman with a home 
on his hands is anchored to the vicinity. He will not resent tvrannv so 
■^.v.n as a workman in a more independent position, and the capitalists 
know this, as witness their model towns. Pullman, Homestead, Es^, 
and the like. And Iiesides the model towiu a double purpoee is served 
j>y the capitalist rnsnufacturers themselves running a real estate buai- 
Y>rs# ns a side issue. No, the working classes are not indifferent But 
the burned child dreads the fire.

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HALF HOURS IN THE HERALD SANCTUM. 


To the Editor: The workingman 
is today striving through the So¬ 
cialist party to secure the full pro¬ 
duct of his toil. He proposes to ac¬ 
complish this by means of the ballot. 
A Gompers and a ^titchell, trusted 
labor leaders and honorable men^ 
rise up and passionately plead for 
some other plan. “Don’t let us vote 
for what we want/’ they say, ‘*hut 
let us plead with our masters, let us 
educate them up to a larger gener¬ 
osity towards us.” How much this 
refrain sounds like the speech made 
by Felix Holt to the working men 
of Trebny Magna, in England, in 
183.3, when they were agitating for 
the franchise. Hou too, in the same 
spirit either willfully or through 
ignorance like some labor .leaders 
today, counselled against the use of 
the ballot by worlungmen.- Listen 
to a portion of this speech made 
sevenW years ago, as reported by 
George Eliot: 

“In my opinion, that war a true word 
spoken by your friend when he «aid the 
jyeat quwtion was how to pYe everv 
man a man's share in life. But 1 think 
he expects Toting to do more toward it 
than I do. I want the workingmen to 
bars power. I’m a workingman myself, 
and I don't want to be anything else. 
But there are two sorts of power. 
There’s a powir to do mischief—to un* 
do what has Keen done with great ex¬ 
pense and labor, to waste and destroy, 
to be cruel to the weak, to lie and 
quarrel, and to talk poisonous non*ense. 

“That’s the sort of power that ignor¬ 
ant numbers hare. It ner^r made a 
joint-stool or planted a potato. Do you 
think it it likely to do much toward 
goreming a great country, and making 
wise laws, and gicing shelter, food, and 
clothes to millions of men! Ignorant 
power comet in the end to the same 
thing as wicked power; it makes misery. 
It’s another sort of power that I want 
us workingmen to have, and I can see 
plainly enough that our all haring 
rotes will do Utile toward it at present. 
I hope we, or the children that come 
after us, will get plenty of political 
power sometime. I tell ererybodr plain¬ 
ly, I hope there will be great changes, 
and that sometime, whether we live to 
aee it or not, men will hare come to be 
ashamed of thlnga they are proud of 

DOW. 

“But T ahould like to convince you 
that rotes would never pve you political 
power worth having while things are as 
they are now; and that if you go the 
right way to work, you may get power 


Moiiiier without votes. TU tell you what I 
is the greatest power under heaven, and 
that is puUic opinion, the ruling belief 
in society about what la right and what | 
is wrong, what U honorable and what 
is .shameful. How can political freedom 
make us better, any more than a re¬ 
ligion we don't believe in, when people 
laugh and wink when they see men 
abuse and defile it? 

“For take us workingmen of all sorts. 
Suppose out of every hundred who had 
a vote there were thirty who had some 
soberness, some sense to choose with, 
some good feeling to make them wi«h 
the right thing for all. .And suppose 
there were leventy out of the hundred 
who were, half of them, not aober, who 
had no sense to choose one thing in 
politics more than another, and who had 
so little good feeling in them that they 
wasted on their own drinking the money 
that should hare helped to feed and 
clothe their wires and children; and an¬ 
other half of them who, if they didn't 
drink, were too ignorant or mean or ; 
stupid to sae any ^(ood for themselrea j 
better than pocketing a fire-shilUng { 
piece when it was offered them. j 

“Where would be tbe political power 
of the thirty sober men? Tbe power ' 
would lie with the seventy drunken and ; 
stupid rotes; and I'll tell you what sort I 
of men would get the power. They | 
would be tbe men who would undertake 
to do the business for a candidate, and 
return him to parliament; men who 
hare no real opinions, hut who pilfer 
the words of every opinion, and turn 
them into a cant which will sen-e their^ 
purpose at the moment; men who look 
nut for dirty work to make their 
fortunes by, because dirty work wants 
little talent and no conscience; men 
who know all the ins and outs of 
bribery, because there is not a cranny in 
their oarn aouls where a bribe cannot 
enter.”

THE .STORY OF A LABOR AGI- 
T.\TOR, by Joseph R. Buchan¬ 
an. Cloth, 460 papo, illustrat¬ 
ed. New York; The Outlook 
Co. Price $1.25. 

Here is a book that surely de- 
serveil to be written, and it enframes 
the reader’s friendship and sym¬ 
pathy almost from tlie start. In 
simple, straight-forward language it 
lays hare the incidents in the life of 
an .\merican labor agitator, an 
establi.shcd figure in our modern na¬ 
tional gallery of types, and shows 
how daring, heroism and devotion 
to the good of the race invest the 
career of the man who is actually 
fit to fill such a role. No wage 
worker will be the worse for reading 
the book, and we are sure it wonld 
do the capitalists good also. The 
reader is impressed more and more 
as he goes through the book that ihc 
struggle between capital and labor 
is a war, a war almost to the death. 
And it opens np a realm scarcely 
familiar to book readers, yet one in 
whieb tbe lives of a vast nnmiwr of 
pemie are cast.

Dininc Sm Spring and Sgamm of 


1880 the miners of Ijcsdville re¬ 
ceived $3.50 and $.5 a day. But a 
railway was built in to the town and 
with it came, hot-foot, the full force 
of the competitive system. It 
cheapened provisions, but it chea|>-. 
ened lalmr nuicli more. The product 
of tlic mines was as valuahle as bc^ 
fore, but the influx of job hunters 
gave the owners a chance to say that 
wages must go down as there was a 
competition for the jobs. The “iron 
law of wages” had come to camp. 
Wages went down to $2.75 and the 
miners struck. The story of the ill- 
starred struggle is (^aphicaliy told. 
Blockhouses were built at the mines, 
manned with rifles, dead-lines ’were 
marked out round tbe properties 
and there was a bull-pen. Buchanan 
l>ccame a labor orator. The town 
was in turmoil. A parade of 5,000 
strikers was followed by a counter 
Citizens’. Law and Order parade, 
made up of thugs and other motley 
j characters, led by a mine-broker 
called the Major, gloriously drunk. 
Then the strike leaders were driven 
out of town, and Buchanan went in¬ 
to hiding for 48 hours to avoid as¬ 
sassination, the militia wa< called, 
and w on. All of which is told with 
dignity and frankness and ia in¬ 
tensely interesting. His subseqnent 
career in Denver and in Chict^ as 
director of nnmerons strikes, as a 
worker to save the necks of the con* 
I demned anarchiita, his strnggjcs 
I with poverty a* the nanal lot of tha 
I martyr for the eanse ot lamr, his 
lexpericsoe ■ member of An Men 


Intematinnal, hie high official work 
in the Knights of Labor, his estimate 
of certain men of prominence in the 
labor world, is all finely told. On 
another page we reprint some selec¬ 
tions from the book, and the story 
of a supporter’.* sacrifice of his 
watch to keep the labor paper from 
suspending, is given. 'To this we 
may briefly sketch a companion pic¬ 
ture, in which a watch also figures, 
with which he closes his ■ book. 
Five years later, when the paper, 
moved to Chicago, was on the down 
grade, after a spell ot prosMrity. 
Buchanan found himself at the end 
of his rope and gave up the struggle. 
He put his little upstair* pi-inting 
shop in onier and started for the 
door for the last time, when in 
walked a manufacturer identified 
with the reform movement, who had 
been nominated for president as the 
labor candidate. He was much de¬ 
pressed at the news of the arpspeh- 
sion of the paper. It was ne^ied in 
his campaign. Buchanan told him 
there was no further chance of keep¬ 
ing it alive, all he bad had been 
pawned to raise money, and Dm 
watch his wife had turned over to 
him he hadn’t the heart to part with. 
The manufacturer asked bow mucli 
would be required for another issue, 
which would tide over the difficnity,' 
and was told that $40 would/be tji« 
least that would be required.

Propaganaa Saggestloas. 

■As 1 travel about the country as¬ 
sisting the comrades in their pro¬ 
paganda a great many suggestions 
come to me in one way or another 
that would no doubt be helpful to 
the comrades in their work. Of 
course what works well in one place 
may not in another. And yet there 
is value in studying the methods 
used in variou.« cjuarters and out of 
it come suggestions that arc some¬ 
times valuable. 

We are just in the opening of 
what is to be the greatest campaign 
for Socialism America has ever 
seen. Meeting.'? are to be held every¬ 
where and frequently. Speakers will 
be sent out by the state and national 
organization and loeal speakers will 
add their contribution. This will 
give added opportuuitv for a litera¬ 
ture campaign also. The thing that 
should interest everv’ local or group 
of Socialists is How to make the 
very most of every raeetiiig, and 
how to get the widest pos.-sible hear¬ 
ing for every speaker, and how to 
get the widest possible reading of 
every pamphlet and everv* paper. 

In this letter I would sugpsl a 
few things that might help in the 
matter of meetings: 

(1) It would ho a good thing for 
every local fo collect carefully and 
make a list of all Socialist sympath¬ 
izers in the rommunitv. This should 
include all who would he inclined to 
hear and consider tlie q!ie«tion of 
Socialism. With such a list as this 
the comrades wonld have a basis for 
advertising when they had a speaker. 
Cards about the size of postals could 
be printed announcing the meetings 
and then used both by dl.strihuiing 
and to send through the mail to 
tho.se likely to come. 

(2) .Another thing every local 
should have where there are any 
number of people on the streets, is 
a frame, .say three by four feet or so. 
with a handle upon which can be 
stretched a sign to be carried in the 
streets. This is always a good way 
of advertising a meeting. And if
